ANOTHER FACTOR. 
Says Situation Would Have. 


Been Healthier if Public 
Had Had Better Idea of 
Finance Concerns’ Assets 

Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 25.—E. 
H. H. Simmons, president of the 
New York Stock Exchange, in an 
address here tonight, placed a 
Leavy burden of blame for the 
stock market crash last fall upon 
huge issues of securities by invest- 
ment trusts and holding compa- 
nies. Simmons was the principal 
speaker at.the dinner of the 
Transportation Club of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad. 

In his address he listed “the 
colossal output of new stock issues 
during the two months preceding 
the break” as the principal factor 
which converted “an inevitable but 
orderly declining market into a 
panic.” 

He gave the following other rea- 
sons for the break: 

1. Economic disturbances abroad 
during the earlier months of 1929. 

2. Lack of equilibrium between 
buying and selling. 

3. Overproduction in industry. 

4. Need for absorption of consid- 
erable foreign liquidation. 

During last September alone, 
Simmons stated, new security is- 
sues by holding companies and in- 
vestment trusts aggregated about 
$650,000,000. 

“Many of these trusts,” he said, 
“loaned money on call and invest- 
ed in foreign securities, instead of 
immediately buying American 6&e- 
curities. The situation would have 
been vastly healthier if the public 
could have gained a more accurate 
idea of the actual assets behind 
American investment trust and 
finance company issues.” 

With this in view, the Exchange, 
he said, had formulated regulations 
for listing such issues which would 
have called for disclosure of se- 
curity portfolios. 

“But few trusts,” he continued, 
“listed their issues on the exchange, 
with the result that this effort for 
more widespread publicity as to in- 
yestment trust assets and varnings 
proved of little avail. 

A New Feature m Finance, 

“The investment trust has, of 
course, been a completely new fea- 
ture in American finance and its 
nature and functions have been 
very widely misunderstood and 
misinterpreted. 

“Unfortunately, the results of 
American inexperience with invest- 
ment trusts were visited last fall 
not merely upon investors in these 
trusts but upon the whole Ameri- 
can securities market.” 

Simmons declared that careful 
supervision of its member-houses, 
exercised last year by the exchange, 
was reflected in the fact that no 
important concerns failed as a re- 
sult of the panic. 

. Expressing his belief that most 
stock market profits remain in the 
market. so that their loss does not 
prove a serious handicap to busi- 
ness, Simmons criticised the view- 
point that liquidation would re- 
turn money previously “tied up in 
speculation” to cOmmerce and in- 
dustry. 

“Tt is not all apparent,” he as- 
serted, “that either industry or 
trade in 1923 and 1929 were 
starved for funds. Not only is this 
the testimony of commercial bank- 
ers throughout the country but it 
is shown by the high Iievels 
throughout these years of the com- 
mercial loans of the Federal] Re- 
serve member banks. 

“But in addition to the short 
term funds provided by banking 
credits there has been a vast per- 
manent financing of American cor- 
porations of all kinds through the 
sale of stock—to our corporations 
the cheapest and most détirable 
character of firance ever seen in 
this country.” 

Speaking of. the effect of the 
stock market break .on future 
business, Simmons expressed the 
opinion that the market was much 
more affected by business than was 
business by the market.

s. S. DISCOVERY,’ Antarctica, 
Jan, 15.—(Delayed)—(By Radio 
via London)—While following the 
ice pack edge westerly in Antarc- 
tica‘s uncharted waters at 10:30 
o’clock last night, there dramatic- 
ally appeared on the ice margin 
ahead a steamer proceeding  to- 
wards us. 

We wiped our eyes, thought it to 
be another spectacle of the Antarc- 
tic mirage, which phenomenon is 
an almost nightly occurrence. But 


no. When nearer. we discovered it 
to be the Norwegian ship Nor- 
wegia. 


We dipped our flags and stopped 
our engines, hoisting a flag wish- 
ing them a pleasant voyage.

the Norwegia as our guests rode 
away. 

The Norwegia this season has 
been operating in Antarctic waters 
in close association with the Thor’s 
Hammer, large mothership of their 
whaling fleet. Just prior to our 
meeting, she coaled a short dis- 
tance within the pack ice edge, 
where the swell was reduced by a 
couple of whales, as fenders, be- 
ing lashed between her and the 
mothership.

Michigan Sergeant Says Youth 
Fled and Disregarded 
Warning Shot.

DETROIT, Mich, Jan. 25.—A 


16-year-old member of the Michi- 


gan National Guard was shot and 
killed here late today by a Ser- 
geant who had been sent to his 
home to arrest him for missing 
drill. 

The young Guardsman, Stanley 
Prusinowski, had missed drill for 
several weeks, and Sergeant Joseph 
Poggione, 28, had been sent to 
place him under arrest. 

According to the story given to 
police by Poggione, the youth ran 
out of the rear door of his home 
as the Sergeant came to the front 
of the house. Poggione started in 
pursuit, and his quarry was out- 
distancing him as they ran 
through an alley. 

The Sergeant said he called to 
Prusinowski to halt and fired one 
shot in the air. His order was 
disregarded, he said, and he fired 
his fevolyer at the youth, who fell 
mortally wounded. He died in a 
police ambulance. 

Poggione was questioned by po- 
lice at the Hamtramck Station and 
was released until Monday on or- 
ders of the Prosecutor's office. 

Poggione’s story was denied by 
Zigmund Kaszynski, a brother- 
in-law of the dead youth. He said 
he saw the affair, that no warning 
shot was fired and that the Ser- 
geant fired at Prusinowski while 
only five or six feet away from 
him. 

Gov. Green, at Washington, said 
that he would institute a personal 
investigation of the shooting. 

“My sympathies are certainly 
with the dead boy’s family,” the 
Governor said. ,

Passes Amendment to Tar- 
iff Bill Denying Courtesy 
to All but the Diplomatic 
Corps. 


PROPOSAL TO DROP 
$100 EXEMPTION FAILS 


Duty on Carillons Cut from 
40 to 20 Per Cent With 
Free Entry for Those 
Over 30 Bells in Size.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—An 
amendment to the tariff bill, which 
would deny the “courtesy of the 
port” and other special privileges 
how granted to Senators and Con- 
gréssmen and other high Govern- 
ment officials returning from for- 
eign countries, was adopted today 
by the Senaté. } 
The proposal, offered by Senator 
Harrison (Dem,), Mississippi, pro- 
vides that ‘“‘no courtesy-of the port, 
free entry, or special privileges or 
preferences in examination of mer- 
chandise or baggage shall hereaft- 
er be extended to any person 
whomsoever who is subject to pay- 
ment of customs duties.” 
Although not now the law, it has 
been the custom of the Treasury 
Department to grant such privi- 
leges to returning members of the 
Senate and House. This means 
merely that baggage of the trav- 
elers is expedited in the examina- 
tion process and does not exempt 


ithe baggage from inspection, but 


charges have been made in recent 
months that the courtesy has been 
abused. 

As adopted, the amendment 
would not apply to members of the 
diplomatic corps. In proposing it, 
Harrison said he wanted it to ap- 
ply to officers of the Government 
in high places as well as those in 
ordinary life. 

Customs Exemption Tightened. 

“I°am not sure but what it 
ought to be enacted into law.” said 
Senator Fess, (Rep.). Ohio, the 
only other Senator to comment on 
the proposal. 

The question came up in connec- 
tion with an effort by Senator 
Couzens, (Rep.), Michigan, to have 
eliminated from the bill a section. 
algeady existing law. which per- 
mits returning American tourists to 
bring in goods valued at not more 
than $100 free of duty. 

The Michigan Senator's proposal 
was defeated, 43 to 19, but the pro- 
vision was tightened by an amend- 
ment by Senator Tydings, (Dem.), 
Maryland, which would deny the 
exemption to any person more than 
onte within a period of 30 days. 

Proposed to Protect Merchants, 

The Finance Committee had pro- 
posed to liberalize the clause by in- 
creasing the exemption to $200, but 
Chairman Smoot suggested this be 
rejected and, the existing limit was 
restored. | 

Couzens first proposed an 
amendment to deny the privilege 
to any one unless they remained 
out of the country more than three 
days, but so much objection was 
raised that he finally asked elim- 
ination of the exemption. He said 
American merchants along the 
Canadian and Mexican borders 
were losing millions of dollars 
through Americans going over the 
border daily and bringing back 
purchases under $100. 

Senator Jones, (Rep.), Washing- 
ton, and Walsh, (Dem.), Massachu- 
setts, spoke against retention .of 
the €xemption privilege. 

Carillion Duty Reduced. 

The Senate today approved a re- 
duction in the tariff on carillons 
from 40 to 25 per cent and an ex- 
emption from duty of all sets con- 
sisting of 30 bells and more.

“The benefit of increasing the 
fimit of alcoholic content within 
the nonintoxicating range would be 
three-fold: First, legitimate manu- 
facture of such a beverage would 
be possible without dealcoholizing 
the naturally malted and fermented 
peverage, a scientific and sanitary 
mechanical process. Secondly, the 
availability of this nonintoxicating 
beverage of healthful and palata 
quality would eliminate the pres- 
ently illegal but widespread prac-! 
tices of home brewing, alley brew- 
ing and brewing in plants for- 
merly breweries and now illegally 
operated. Thirdly, it would reduce 
the field of enforcement and en- 
able the National Government to 
Pay more attention to prosecution 
of hard liquor violations.

Head of " Citizens’ Relief 
Committee Says Mayor 
and Other Officials 
‘Must Come to Us.’ 


CHICAGO, Jan. 25.—Chicago, 
with $9,000,000,00 in annual] trade 
and a bankrupt city government, 
today took the first step toward 
regaining its financial balance. 

With 40,000 employes of city, 
coufty and school board unpaid 
since Jan. 1, Silas H. Strawn and 
his Citizens’ Relief Committee have 
come forward with a $20,000,000 
pledge under the condition that 
the disbursement be under their 
management. 

It was conceded that $20,000,000 
will not go far toward the liquida- 
tion of the unpaid governmental 
bills. The amount will equal ap- 
proximately a month's payroll. But 
without the committee’s aid the 
city was unable to induce the banks 
to buy any further tax anticipation 
rotes to convert the 1930 taxes, 
due next year, into ready cash. 

The $20,000,000, Strawn § ez- 
plained, has been pledged by Chi- 
cago’s large corporations in lieu of 
peyment of 1928 taxes, for which 
the bills have not yet been distrib- 
uted. 

“Must Come to Us.” 

“We are not going to run over 
to any public office and give them 
our money,” said Strawn today. 
“The committee was Organized to 
be helpful in this crisis caused by 
government expenditure in excess 
of revenue for many years and pre- 
cipitated by a year’s delay in tax 
collections. We will not intrude 
where we may not be welcome. 
Any government which desires us 
to buy their tax warrants must 
come to ua.”

| Confidence Man One_ of 


Two Arrested in Peoria, 
Ill., on Michigan Realty 
Dealer’s Accusation. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PEORIA, Jil, Jan. 25.—With 
the arrest here today of Charles 
(Chappie) Moran, notorious con- 
fidence man, and James Kenney 
of Peoria, a former saloonkeeper, 
was revealed a swindle in which 
Chauncey Barber, real estate deal- 
er of Lansing, Mich., lost $50,000 
in November, 1928. Barber be- 
came suspicious of the deal only 
recently and came to Peoria Tues- 


day in the hope of finding the men 
who cheated hia. He saw Moran 
and Kenney seated in a parked 
automobile in the downtown dis- 
trict this afternoon and caused 
their arrest on charges of obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses. 

Kenney was iater released on 
$25,000 +#£«»bond. He denied the 
charge and said he had never 
seen Barber. Kenney said Moran 
had been a friend of his for sev- 
eral years, but that he did not 
know him as a confidence man. 
Moran was held in default of 
bond. He made no statement. 

Barber told this story te police: 
“A man who introduced himself as 
J, J. McLaren came to my office 
in Lansing in October, 1929, and 
arranged to buy some property for 
an airport. le told me the deal 
would have to be confirmed by a 
Col. John Hill of Miami, Fia., and 
made arrangements for me to meet 
Hill in Feoria. 

“McLaren ‘had a Packard auto- 
mobile, driven by a chauffeur, and 
we went to Peoria in it, arriving 
Noy. 4. When eating dinner in a 
restaurant here we found a pocket- 
book under the table. It contained 
money and.some bontis with the 
name J. J. Stewart indorsed on 
them. McLaren said he knew 
Stewart. and we went to a hotel to 
return the pocketbook. 

Gives “Tip” on Stock. 

“Kenney was the man who vosed 
as Stewart. With him was Moran, 
who used the name Swain and said 
he represented a bank. Col. Hill 
also was in the group. 

“Stewart said he wanted to re- 
ward us for returning his pocket- 
book and said he knew a stock that 
was sure to go up. We each put 
in some money and the next day 
Swain came back with more, which 
he said represented our profit. We 
added some to this and again gave 
it to Stewart to invest, and again 
Swain returned with what he said 
was our profit. 

Turns Over $50,000. 

“Then Stewart said the item was 
ripe for a big killing, but that I 
would have to put up $50,000. I 
gave it to him, expecting to reap 
another profit. Stewart said it 
might take some time to realize on 
this investment and suggested that 
I return to Lansing, saying he 
would keep in touch with me. 

“T went back home, but I never 
heard from them.’’

Murdock, in his Federal income 
tax returns for 1927 and 1928 listed 
“salaries” of $12,000 a year, which 
he refused to discuss when called 
before -Internal Revenue Agent 
John R. Kirk; but which he de- 
ducted from his taxable income, the 
indictment charges. 

One Year, $10,000 Fine Is Penalty. 

A section of the Internal Rev- 
enue Act provides that the Govern- 
ment may demand information 
from citiz ns concerning income 
tax deductions, and that any per- 
sons refusing to supply such infor- 
mation will be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor punishable upon con- 
viction by a prison term of not 
more than one year, a fine of not 
more than $10.('00, or both. 

Although District Attorney Pro- 
vine and Assistant District Attor- 
ney Alexander. who were in charge 
of the Federal grand jury, refused 
to discuss the indictment, it is un- 
derstood that the payments con- 
cern Murdock’s operation of slot 
machines only.

Dis- 
trict Attorney Provine declined to 
tell whether Kirk had told him of 
the other man. 

Murdock is one of 10 residents 
of Madison and 8t. Clair Counties 
against whom Federal income tax 
liens were filed last November, 
following the work of Government 
income.tax investigators on the 
East Side who paid particular at- 
tention to gambling and liquor ac- 
tivities. Included among the 10 
are two former Sheriffs of Madi- 
son County. 

The indictment charges that 
Murdock in the tax returns gave 
his residénce as Nameoki, Ill., and 
his occupation, “real estate and 
vending machine business.”

and in City.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 25.— 
The coming of Filipinos into eco- 
nomic competition with white la- 
borers has caused a series of small 
disturbances along the Pacific 
coast in the last few years, with a 
serious situation developed in the 
Pajaro Valley of California where 
lettuce is now being harvested. 

A consensus compiled by stu- 
dents of Oriental immigration indi- 
cates that economic competition is 
the real trouble though aygmentéd 
by the Filipinos alleged attentions 
to white girls. 

‘Three disturbances since last 
September—at Wenatchee and 
Casbmere, Wash.; Exeter, Cal., and 
the present one at Watsonville— 


were primarily caused by white: 


men objecting to Filipino labor in 
orchards and on farms. Of the 
three, Watsonville’s clash was the 
most serious with the death of one 
Filipino, the stabbing of a white 
man at San Jose and injuries in- 


flicted on both sides in gang fights. }, 


Watsonville’s tense situation was 
created when a white man objected 
to the employment of white girls 


| as dance partners of the Orientals 


to a Filipino club house just out- 
side the city. On other occasions 
a similar situation has led to fight- 
ing, deportation of Pilipino colonies 
to other parts and arrests. 

While leaders of the tislands de- 
plore the increased exodus of Fili- 
pino youths, it is conservatively 
estimated that more than 65,000 
Filipinos are now in the three 
States on the Pacific seaboard with 
an annual increase of 12,009. The 
newcomers usually have two ave- 
nues of employment — domestic 
service and farm work. At first 
the majority seek the fields and 
any become confirmed “fruit 
tramps.’ . 

Many of them soon return to the 
larger centers of population look- 
ing for “white collar” jobs. They 
offer their services for much less 
than white men will accept as 
wages.

LONDON, Jan. 25. 
OTWITHSTANDING the auspicious open- 


ing of the London Naval Conference and 

the manifest effort of various delegations 
to pave the way for an agreement, scare 
stories prejudicial to success of the gather- 
ing have not been lacking. Shearer is not 
here in the flesh but his spirit seems to go 
marching on. ! 

While the steamship George Washington 
was bringing the American delegation to 
England some writers on board sent back 
yarns that Secretary Stimson in a “panic” 
had ordered the boat speeded up in order 
to hasten the conferences with MacDonald. 
It was also suggested that there was a break 
in the ranks of the American advisers and 
that American delegates were unduly secre- 
tive regarding their aims. None of these 
concoctions was warranted. 

Since the arrival of the delegation in Lon- 
don a story has gone out about an alleged’ 
gap between the American and British dele 
gations, with Tardieu acting as mediator, and 
captious critics have taxed MacDonald with 
impropriety in addressing an American radio 
audience before the opening of the business 
sessions of the conference. One blushes-—to 
realize that these are emanations of Ameri- 
cans. , 

The usually mellow voice of MacDonald 
had a steely ring as he denied the story of a 
break with the Americans. His denial hard- 
ly was needed. If one thing more than an- 
other is obvious to unprejudiced observers at 
the conference, it is thet the British and 
Americans are working in friendly co-opera- 
tion. 

France holds the key. If there were no 
Mediterranean question, Great Britain and 
the United States would get together tomor- 
row. Present conversations look toward the 
fixing of the naval strength of France as a 
necessary preliminary to determining the ton- 
nage to be allotted England. Once a basis 
is established between England and France, 
negotiations between England and the United 
States should proceed without difficulty. 

The task of our delegates, as well as the 
British, is to keep down French demands in 
order correspondingly to keep down Britain's 
conception of her requifements. All talk of 
a rupture between Britain and the United 
States at this stage is mischievous tommyrot. 

As for MacDonald's radio address, he was 
solicited to make it by a representative of 
the National Broadcasting Co. and there was 
nothing in it that might not have been ut- 
tered with propriety at any time or any place. 
I am assured that that British Broadcasting 
Co. would be delighted to extend similar facil- 
ities to Stimson for as often and as long as 
he might care to go on the air.

The thought constantly is 
stressed by Stimson and his colleagues, that 
there is no desire on our part to overreach 
the others but to arrive at an understanding 
that will leave each nation satisfied. 


Political rather than technical phases of 
the problem are being grappled with at the 
start. Any expert committee that may be 
created will be advisory merely. It will not 
have the dominating influence that the ex- 
perts had at Geneva. This conference, 
though growing naturally out of the Wash- 
ington conference, is attacking the problem, 
as lawyers say, de novo, without laying un- 
due stress on ratios and yard-sticks, and in 
this fact lies the main hope of its success. 
Without disparagement of Stimson’s abilities 
}the writer ventures the opinion that Dwight 
Morrow has been largely responsible for 
changing the method of negotiation.

“War is still responsible for the 
major part of our expenditures,” 
Mellon said, “‘and it is in the light 
of these facts that we must give 
our wholehearted support to all in- 
telligent and honest efforts on the 
part of the various nations to 
bring about a reduction inthe 
heavy burden of armaments to the 
lowest point consistent with the 
safety and peace of the world.” 

Quite naturally the interview 
turned first to the epoch-making 
transition that has taken place 
sinee the World War and cul- 
minated in the conference at Lon- 
don, 

“It has been more than a-dec- 
ade since the war ended. Do you 
feel satisfied with the progress 
country and in the world at 
large?” 

“Satisfied is hardly the word 
-to use in that connection,” said 
Mr. Mellon. “Like most people, I 
am never entirely satisfied ‘with 
progress no matter how great that 
progress may have been. But 
certainly, when we look back on 
conditions as they were ten years 
ago and’ compare them with con- 
ditions today there is no reason 
to be dissatisfied with what ‘has 
been accomplished. In fact, the

It was not until the 
Dawes plan was put into operation 
in 1924 that the world felt that it 
was at last on the road to finan- 
cial reconstruction. The commit- 
tee which framed ‘that plan very 
wisely limited its scope to certain 
definite objectives. These they 
stated to be, first, the balancing 
of Germany's budget; second, the 
stabilizing of Germany’s currency; 
and third, the determination of 
the amount of reparation pay- 
ments which might be.made by 
Germany ‘and transferred to the 
creditor Governments in the im- 
mediate future. It.was not with- 
in the jurisdiction of the Dawes 
committee to fix the amount of 
Germany’s reparation labilities. 


Views on Debt Settlement. 


“Nevertheless that committee 
succeeded in evolving a plan of 
settlement Which should operate 
for a sufficient. time until confi- 
dence could be restored and a 
final and comprehensive settle- 
ment could eventually be agreed 
upon. The Dawes plan more thau 
fulfilled expectations, so that last 
year decisive steps could be taken 
in the direction of a final settle- 
ment. As a result we have what 
is known as the Young plan, under 
which the total amount of Ger- 
man annuities is fixed and also 
the division of those annuities 
among the several creditor Gov- 
ernments. That such an agree- 
ment could be reached is a def- 
inite step forward and should 
prove of enormous value to the 
world.” 

“You spoke just now of the 
debt settlements as constructive 
factors in arriving at the present 
situation. What do ype mean by 
that?” 

“I mean that with the settle- 
ment cf the debts an element of 
uncertainty has been eliminated 
from the international situation. 
So long as they remained unset- 
tled they constituted an unknown 
quantity in the balance sheets .of 
both debtor and creditor Govern- 
ments. Currencies could not be 
stabilized. Credit was affected 
and extension of trade among the 
various countries was seriously re- 
tarded. Ours is one of the chief 
credito-.

RARE GIFTS FOR 


‘Two Books Dating From Fif- 
teenth Century Presented 
by F. W. Lehmann.

The City Art Museum has been 
presentéd with two rare books, 
printed in the. fifteenth century, 
not long after the invention of 
movable type. They were the gift 
of Frederick W. Lehmann of 10 
Benton place, former Solicitor- 
General of the United States. 

A cashmere shawl presented. by 
Mrs. N. A. McMillan and a piece 
of decorated silk from the island 
rof Bali, the gift of Mrs. George O. 
Carpenter, also have been accepted 
by the Museum. 

The books are Josephus’ “De 
Antiquitate Judaica et de Bello 
Judaico” and Columna’s “Hypner- 
otomachia Poliphili.” Both are in 
excellent condition, having been re- 
bound with tooled leather covers 
within the last century. 

Josephus’ book, a history of the 
Jews, was printéd by J. Schussler 
at Augsburg in 1470, 14 years after 
the celebrated Gutenberg Bible. 
Schussler printed only nine other 
books. The volume at the Museum 
is a large folio printed with black 
letter type designed to simulate the 
appearance of manuscript books. 

Columna’s book is better known 
and has been termed the perfect 
example of the joint work of 
printer and illustrator. It contains 
172 woodcuts, which have been 
attributed to many of the great 
Venetian artists of the time. It was 
printed by Aldus Mantius at Venice 
in 1499. 

The book is an archaeological 
romance, written by Francesco 
Colonna, a Dominican friar, at a 
time when interest in all things 
Greek and Roman had been fe- 
vived by the renaissance. 
| <A collection of 22 etchings by 
Claude Lorraine, seventeenth cen- 
tury artist, has been lent to the 
Art Museum by Dr. Moyer Fleisher, 
5370 Pershing avenue, The collec- 
tion, with two of the artist’s etch- 
ings owned by the Museum, will 
remain on wew for about 10 days.

“The amazing thing about this 
country is the rapidity with which 
it has left the war and its effects 
behind. Of course we were not so 
hard hit as some of the other coun- 
tries. Nevertheless, the burden im- 
posed by the war was nct inconsid- 
erable and would have become 
more serious if the American peo- 
ple had not started promptly and 
with determination to get their 
house in order. The money cost of 
the war aione to this country 
amounted to more than $37,500,- 
000,600 on June 30, last. Our pub- 
lic debt, which was slightly over a 
billion dollars in 1916, had jumped, 
at its highest point, to more than 
$26,000,000,000 three years later. 
It had been reduced to less than 
$16,500,000,000 on Dec. 31, last, 
and we are proceeding to whittle it 
down each year at a rate which, in 
@ reasonable number of years, if 
the present debt reduction program 
is continued, will substantially 
eliminate this enormous drain on 
our revenues. 

“Along with the debt reduction 


anced policy of tax reduction. Taxes 
have been steadily lowered from 
the fantastic levels which they 
reached during the war. In the 
last 10 years there have been five 
major reductions in taxes, with the

Radio Board Is Disappointed 


Engineers’ Able to Help Little in Lessening Interfer- 


ence 


Say Synchronization and New Station 


Transmission System May Be of Some Avail. 


Results of the conference be- 


tween the Federal Radio Commis- 
sion and a number of leading en- 
gineers, held recently at Washing- 
ton, appear to have been disap- 
pointing so far as the board was 
concerned. 

As the conference opened, Gen. 
Saltzman ‘remarked on the position 
in which the commission finds 
itself because of complaints of in- 


terference with reception, demands 
of broadcasters for better channels 
and more time, and congested con- 
dition of the air. He indicated 
that the commission hoped relief 
was near through engineering co- 
operation, especially through use of 
a new station antenna system ani 
of synchronization. 

But the engimeers were not en- 
couraging, agreeing that little could 
be expected at present in the way 
of relieving intereference, though 
two methods were suggested by 
which broadcasting might be im- 
proved—synchronization of two or 
more stations on. a channel, and 
adoption of a station transmitting 
method to increase the strength of 
a local signal and at the same time 
minimize the signal sent to a dis- 
tance or to achieve exactly the op- 
posite effect. ° 

Westinghouse engineers de- 
acribed the proposed new antenna 
system as making it possible for 
a powerful cleared channel ‘station 
to broadcast without blanketing re- 
ception locally. The system can 
also be used so that a local station 
can send out a strong signal in its 
own territory without _ interfering 
with distant stations. 

_ Synchronization, as used by 
Westinghouse in Boston and Chi- 
cago, makes it possible to increase 
the service area of a program fur- 
nished identically to two or more 
stations without increasing the 
number of ‘channels. It also re- 
duces fading. .A third advantage 
is that a smali booster station can 
be erected to give service in a 
“dead spot” area where a station 
is not received. 

‘When it is desired to have a sta- 
tion send out a strong local signa! 
without distance transmission, the 
antenna is built so that it radiates 
a powerful wave along the ground 
but does not send one into the air 
to be deflected to distant areas by 
the Heaviside tayer. If the station 
is on a cleared channel, tt can be 


made to send out a str ut “sky wave 
with a small ground wave. This 
would allow powerful stations to 
cover wide areas without interfer- 
ing -with receivers in their immedi- 
ate vicinities. 

KDKA, Pittsburg, will use eight 
individual antennae set on 110-foot 
poles in a circle 800 feet in diam- 
eter. To send out a strong sky 
wave, the antennae are se arranged 
that the horizontal radiations of 
each is “blocked off” by the sig- 
nals from the other antennae. The 
only way in which the major part 
of the signal strength can escape is 
upward, whence it will be deflected 
back to earth at a distance by the 
Heaviside layer. 

Thic upward movement of the 
signals is compared to the action 
of a lawn sprinkler which sends 
its spray upward and outward so 
that it is distributed at a distance, 
but not heavily immediately around 
the source. |

Scene of Twenty-Third 
Exhibit Shifts From 
Union Market to Arena 
—Passenger, Car Salon 
and Display of Old- 
time Cars Will Be Fea- 
tures—Seats for 13,700 
Spectators.

The scene of St. Louis’ annual 
automobile show shifts this year 
from the Union Market, Broadway 
and Morgan street, to the Arena, 
where a mammoth display of pas- 
senger and commercial c2rs, 
heavy-duty trucks, accessories and 
shop equipment will be thrown 
open to the public Feb. 3, lasting 
throughout next week. 


It will be the twenty-third time 
the auto show will have been held 
here, and indications are that it 
will surpass those of other years, 
both in the number of exhibits 
and in the changes that have been 
made in the various models. 

For the first time, a salon ef de 
luxe cars will be presented in con- 
nection with the show, to include 
one passenger car of every line 
sold in St. Louis. 

It will be the first automobile 
show at which seats will be avail- 
able for spectators. There will be 
13,700 seats in the salon, where 
the onlookers may rest, listen to 
the musical programs and view 
the de luxe cars. 

An innovation will be a group of 
old-time cars, relics of the indus- 
try's beginnings. And for the firat 
time St. Louisans will enjoy ade- 
quate parking facilities, indoors 
and outdoors, 4 

Choice positions wiJl be given 
commercial cars and heavy- -duty 
trucks.” 

More than $109,000 has been 
Epent in decorating the Arena and 
the Exhibit B building. flanking 
the main building on the west. 
The structures will take on the ap- 
pearance of a huge garden and 
the. visitors will pass through 
bowers of roses, smilax and 
dant shrubbery as they parade the 
aisles. 

The de luxe cars will bé shown 
in spaces 20 by 20 feet in size. 
Light, slender trellises, twined with 
green smilax shipped from Louisi- 
ana and Florida, will separate the 
booths. The splendor of the -set- 
ting will be set off by hundreds 
of flood flights suspended from the 
baleony. Six huge Japanese chan- 
deliers, 20 feet tall and six feet 
wide, will be hung from the vauit- 
ed roof of the auditorium. which 
jiself is tne equivalent of 13 stories 
in height. :

from St. Louis to Florida. It was 

written at West Palm Beach, Fic.

EST PALM BEACH is the 
W buffer for Palm Beach, that 

exotic jewel across Lake 
Worth, where practically al] of our 
best-known indorsers spend a part 
of each year resting up from sign- 
ing soap and cigarette testimonials. 
Palm Beach is ready for them, too, 
and the fact that no one can go 
there without a passport is an ever 
increasing wonder to me. For 
sheer tropic lusciousness I think 
there is nothing in the country to 
compare with it, and when it is in 
full swing it is le dernier cri—ab- 
solutely the last word. But of 
course you have heard and read 
enough about Palm Beach to just 
have to see it. 

We drove to Orlando this morn- 
ing from Gainesville, Fla., where 
we stayed last night. I wrote you 
that we would choose our route 
at Orlando today, and we took the 
shortest way to the ocean. At Or- 
lando we turned eastward; and, 
hearing each other sing, just as we 
did crossing Illinois from St. Louis 
to Vincennes, Ind., was the only 
hardship of the 40 miles to Indian 
River City. It is the kind of 
stretch that makes you glad you 
checked your oil and gas at Or- 
lando. Indian River City, so far 
as I have seen, is a community of 
service stations, and nothing else. 
Perhaps the road from the inland 
meets the coast highway a little 
south of the town, because Indian 
River City, just like that, is on all 
of the maps, and ‘who ever heard 
of any place but Los Angeles 
where gas put a town on the map? 

The main highway south from 
Indian River City cuts off several 
miles and saves one the delay of 
going through a number of towns, 
but the road that wanders along 
the Indian- River through Cocoa 
and Rockledge is one of the in- 
describably beautiful drives in 
Fiorida. ‘The Indian River is really 
a sort of prolonged bay, a part of 
the inland waterway that follows 
almost the entire east coast of 
Florida. As you ride along its 
quiet shore the ocean surf is beat- 
ing on the narrow strip of islands 
on the other side, so far out in 
some places that sometimes you 
think you can see Africa. 

We wandered down the Ditirie 
through swaying palms and 
straight Southern pines, scarlet hi- 
biscus and fields of pineapples, past 
vine-covered fences aglow with 
purple Bougainvillea and Flame, 
orange groves where mocking birds 
sing the golden days and silver 
nights away. and we took reluctant 
leave of every single mile.

opened here today at the Coliseum,

Myself As I Think Others See Me .

HEY say that any success I've 

had is just due to my personal- 

ity, or my appearance, or any- 
thing but what I really feel they 
should say. 


“See to 4f that they never say 
anything. cise” 


I have italicized that phrase, be- 
cause-of all the phrases that have 
ever echoed in my life, that is the 
one which has most affected me. 
It has helped me through the 
years. Perhaps I had better give 
you its context. 

I was 20 then, and already, for 
good or evil, I. was what they call 
a “star”’—a worl whose meaning 
has always rather puzzied me. I 
was acting in a play called “Cousin 
Kate.” It was at the time when 
Irving was making his last Ameri- 
can tour, and he was playing in the 
same town. I had enjoyed the 
supreme privilege, four years be- 
fore, of playing a whole season 
whth him in London, but it was not 
only for this reason that, when my 
own play was over, I hurried across 
to -his theater. Eor I should be 
just in time for the deathbed scene 
of “Louis XI.” 

They put me behind some cur~ 
tains. The play was drawing to its 
close. On a stone bench, Irving 
was dying. Dying, with the maj- 
esty of an Irving and of a King. 
And when death had come, and the 
curtain had fallen, he saw me. J 
went and sat by his side. 

“They tell me you're a great 
star these days.”

| SYMPHONY 


NE who practices criticism of 
() any sort whatever has to endure 

a censiderable amount of it him- 
self. That’sasit should be. Imagine 
the feelings of a devout concert- 
goer who hag cherished the works 
of Ignaz Schreechhoarsely all his 
life when he finds the following 
paragraph in a review of yester- 
day's symphony concert: 

“The last number on the pro- 
gram was the ninety-seventh sym- 
phony of Ignaz Schreechhoarsely. 
When it reached an all too tardy 
conclusion, all the weak-minded 
members of the audience broke 
into ferocious cheers.” 

Should the person whose amour 
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propre has been flagellated by in- 
clusion in this group be expected 
to do nothing but shrug his shoul- 
ders? He would be more effective 
in the eyes of his friends, perhaps, 
if he did only that. But it is a 
psychological fact that his mind 
will carry an uneasy load until he 
has turned to the nearest available 
person and said: 

“The fellow who wrote this is 
certainly the Prince of Asses.” 

He will feel even better than 
that, however. if he reduces his 
sentiments to paper while they are 
still hot and mails the results to 
the critic with 19 crosses at the 
bottom of the note paper. 

Naturally, one cannot expect him 
to admit that instead of cultivating 
the Schreechhoarsely opera, he 
might have more profitably spent 
him time reading the essays of 
Messrs. Sears-Roebuck. Like ev- 
ery other human being, he has to 
justify his misspent years as best 
he can. So the criticism of critics 
is an institution which has a sound 
basis and an obvious justification. 
For myself, I regret there is not 
more of it, in spite of the fact that 
everyone who disagrees with me 
immediately becomes convinced 
either that my liver is bad or my 
head empty. 

But I find it a little difficult to 
understand the attitude of a cor- 
respondent who signs himself M. 
R. B. He wants music critictsm 
abolished, since, as he says, it is 


Ju" * | the opinion of only one man and 


serves no useful end. M. R. B.— 
who is obviously a critic himself 
—evidently believes that if the 
gentlemen who write in the press 
were expunged that would be an 
end of criticism. Hes he never 
taken a stroll through the lobby of 
the Odeon during an intermission? 

Music-has always engendered 
criticism since anything more than 
an abject acceptance of whatever is 
handed to you indicates a critical 
attitude of mind. Music criticism 
in the press is simply an institu- 
tionalized form of what M. R. B. 
hears all about him. 

O doubt published criticism is 
N often so abject, so generalized 

and so ignorant that it can 
only irritate the informed minority 
without getting any reaction what- 
ever from the generality of read- 
ers. But if one assumes the ex- 
istence, in a critic, of a reasonably 
complete background of knowl- 
edge, a specialized training in the 
technique or listening, a fundamen- 
tal esthetic from which his values 
are derived and some understand- 
ing of his fellow creatures, it 
ought to be apparent that his func- 
tion is a vital one. 

The most important part of this 
function is the preservation of de- 
cent standards and he performs 
this office most effectively when 
he serves as a starting point for an 
argument. If published criticism 
can stimulate any considerable part 
of the public into an examination 
of its own values, it has accom- 
plished more than it possibly could 
by merely disseminating informa- 
tion. 

For myself, I feel that any body 
of criticism, worthy of the name, 
must be a constant reminder to the 
public and to the artist, that music 
is a major art and not merely an 
entertainment. The concern of the 
artist is to reveal the significance 
of the material with which he deals 
in terms of specifically human val- 
vues. Obviously, then, the interpre- 
tive agent who distorts a composi- 
tion in order to gain a heightened 
physical effect, is not an artist at 
all but a vaudeville performer. This 
is true no matter how amazing his 
virtuosity and no matter how gra- 
cious a sensation he may cause.

“‘Nobody could understand why it was more desir-

It 
was at times his only means of escape from the 
carnage and loathsomeness of his first American 
job—the job of fat-stripper on the slaughtering 
floor of a packing house. 

A homesick lad was Tanasko Milovich in those 
depressing days, a disappointed one, a savagely 
disillusioned youth. At 14 disillusionment is bit- 
ler. A pang attends the fall of idols and the dis- 
solution of insubstantial dream worlds. Tanasko. 
a sensitive boy of artistic bent, had dreamed of 
America with the extravagant dream-pipe of child- 
hood. Through the enchanting haze of distance 
which obseures detail he had visualized a land 
of towering and beautiful cities; blue hills, wide, 
flowering prairies, woodland lakes, a place where 
everybody had all he wanted of everything he 
wanted--even candy—and where children could 
g0 to school] because they were children. He want- 
Ned to go to school. Not to study languages and 
mathematics, of course. He hated them. He wanted 
to draw pictures. He came in quest of this fairy 
land and found—for him——squalor, poverty, lone- 
liness and a job cutting fat from the viscera of 
hogs. 

Hogs passed him all day long, carcasses of hogs 
hanging by their feet from a moving chain. He 
looked the other way and saw still more hogs, 
live hogs, swinging head down from another mov- 
ing chain. They were carried past a man who 
stood ankle-deep in gore and wielded a long knife. 


house. I couldn’t talk to Americans at first be- 
cause I didn’t know the language. And I couldn't 
talk to my own countrymen about the things ! 
. wanted to talk about because most of the~Serbi- 
ans among whom I lived were laboring people, 
uneducated people, struggling to make a living. 
They had no time for school or for art, and very 
little interest in it. They coujdn’t understand why 
anybody would be so foolish as to épend his hard- 
earned money trying to learn how to draw pictures. 


OT ena 0 first few years were discouraging 


and bitter. I was lonesome and homesick. 
> The war was on and it was impossible to 
hear from my family—only the reports in the 
ncwspapers, and these were anything but pleasant. 
The papers said my home country was in ruins, 
with people starving and living corditions horrible. 
I gave my family up as dead. Then, with bridges 
burned behind me, I found only disappointment 
in Angerica. You know the ideas schoolgiris get 
of HawWali from hearing Hawaiian music. My 
childhood ideas of America were about as dis- 
torted. I may have heard how hard it was for 
immigrants to get hlong, but I hadn’t listened to 
that. I had listened only to the stories of what a 
rich and beautiful country [it was. I had never 
dreamed there could be in America such condi- 
tions as those under which I was forced to live.”’ 
It ‘was because of the prospect of war and en- 
suing years of chaos that the family Milovich, 
in a mountain village of Herzegovina, deter- 
mined to send young Tanasko to America. Two 
of Tanasko's older brothers were in America al-

All 
material things are 
given rank in this 
stupendous picture. 
And in this cosmic 
plan man has as- 
signed to himself a sub-division of a 
sub-division. He stands as a minute 
pin point, one of many ‘‘crustal phe- 
nomena’ in a system so vast that it 
Can scarcely be comprehended. 

Like Mark Twain's Captain Storm- 
field, the dweller on earth would en- 
counter some difficulty in showing the 
inhabitants of.another planetary sys- 
tem where he came from on the cos- 
mic map. Captain Stormfield on his 
visit to Heaven, it will be recalled, 
was asked about the planet of which 
he was a native. He told them it 
was the Barth, a good sizeable body. 
But a first search failed to show it 
on the map at all. Finally a little 
dot was found way down in the cor- 
‘ner of the map. ‘‘That must be it," 
they said. ‘We thought it was a 
fly-speck at first.’’ 

It now is shown that the whole 
planetary system of which the earth 
is a part appears, in relation to the 
whole cosmos, as a dot of light, a 
faint blur. 


HE individual most responsible 
for the completed map of the 


universe is Dr. Harlow Shapley, 


director of the Harvard College Ob- 
servatory here. 

Astronomers all over the world 
have, of course, made contributions to 
the picture through many years of in- 
dustrious searching of the sky. In Dr. 
Bhapley’s scheme there are 17 major 
divisions of matter, ranging from the 
tiniest particles that cannot be seen 
under even the most powerful of mi- 
croacopes to the gigantic celestial sys- 
tems at the very edge of the bounda- 
ries of visible spwe. 

Dr. Shapley has discovered, after 
niany years of patient work, that our 
earth, sip and all the visible stars are 
merely part of a “local” star cloud or 
galaxy. The star cloud in which the

“In addition to the galactic rota- 
tion: we have obtained evidence 
through recent investigations, that 
our super-galaxy ia rotating in relation 
to outside super-systems, indicat- 
ing that there may be a single unifted 
cosmos. 

“Whether this is a movement with 
respect to some gravitational center is 
beyond our present powers to discern. 
But it is a natural inference that all 
the galaxies and super-galaxies that 
come within range of our telescopic 
vision are members of a higher order 
——a unit material universe that obeys 
the same natural laws that control 
material affairs of galaxtes, star clus- 


ters, planetary systems and the planets - 
| themselves. 


“A common subservience to gravita- 
tfonal law throughout creation as well 
as a common chemical composi- 
tion seems to be characteristic of 
the material cosmos—including ga- 
laxies, stars, the gravel on the 
face, of the earth, the flowers and

the animals and man himself. 

‘‘Man’s station in the scheme of cre- 
ation is not too flattering. He is an 
animal among many, precariously sit- 
uated on the crust of a planetary 
fragment that obeys the gravitational 
impulses of one of the millions of 
dwarf stars that wander in the remote 
parts of one of many galactic systems. 
His place in the universe, from the 
standpoint of dimensions, duration or 
physical influence, is unimpressive; 
and his importance in some non-mate- 
rial way is a subject not suited to 
scientific research or speculation. 

“But man’s role as an investigator 
and would-be interpreter of the uni- 
verse is surpassingly fascinating and 
science has added to the grandeur of 
the human being as a comprehending 
individual.” 7 

As a matter of fact, science hag re- 
vealed that the sun, the moon, and the 
planets, together with hundreds of 
millions of minor stars, are members 
of a “‘small’’ star cloud whose center 
is situated in the constellation Carina, 
about 200 light years from our globe. 
Some idea of this distance can’ be 
grasped when it is considered that the 
light-year unit represents the distance 
that would be traveled by light in a 
year. And light travels, it is estimat- 
ed with what is believed to be a high 
degree of accuracy, at the rate of 
186,300 miles @ second. 

In Dr. Shapley’s system there are 
two major divisions. The first deals

Electrons and protons, the funda- 
mental basis of matter, make up the 
first division of the microcosmos. 
Atoms, which are electrons and protons 
knit together, make up the second, 
running from hydrogen, made of one 
electron and -one. proton, to uranium, 
with a compact core of 92 positive 
particles, | 

Then come families of atoms, form- 
ing important. organizations called 
molecules, which also join together to 
form a superior organization, the mole- 
cular aggregate. 

The fifth and last division of the 
microcosmos is the most interesting 
to man, for here somewhere we may 
find mankind, though it is not easy. 
to see just where or how by glanc- 
Shapley’s plan, 
which reads: 

Colloidal and crystailic aggre- 
gates.

Little as we human be- 
ings are, so temporary in time and 
space, yet the chemical elements of 
which we are composed are also the 
predominant elements in the crust of 
the earth and are prominent compo- 


nents in the structure of the fiery and’ 


gaseous stars. 

‘‘We are, chemically, made of noth- 
ing unusual or exotic. We are a part 
of the general scheme of a splendid 
universe. We would ask for no high- 
er immortality than to be, as we seem 
to be, made of the same undying stuff 
as the rest of creation.’’. 


NE of the most astonishing 

facts disclosed by Dr. Shapley is 

tHat the earth moves in seven 
different directions at the same time. 
It has long been known, of course, 
that the. earth rotates on its 
axis, making a complete revolution 
every day. Then it participates in 
a latitude variation and it moves 
with the moon in the earth-moon 
orbit. - At a greater rate of speed— 
about 2,000,000 miles a day— 
the earth speeds about the sun, tak- 
ing one year to finish a complete rev- 
olution. As tts fifth movement the 
earth is engaged in a movement which 
has just been discovered. With the 
sun and all of the neighboring stars 
it is moving around the center of our 
local star cloud in the constellation 
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Carina. It is moving in the direction 
of Hercules at about 20 miles a sec- 
ond.

when confronted with the 
complacency of the male who 
fairly defied women to secure equal 
suffrage. The occasion was a banquet 
at a State convention. And as the pri- 
mary purpose was to raise funds, sev- 
eral wealthy prospects were present. 
For this special occasion Mrs. Gellhorn 
had secured the‘ services of a well- 
known speaker. He arose at the prop- 
er time and delivered an address, 
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Mrs. George Gellharn, 


under the title ‘‘Men, Women and Civ- 
ilization’’ that was, in effect at least, 
a scathing denunciation of the whole 
feminist movement. ‘Modern wom- 
an,”’ he said, “has forfeited man’s re- 
spect and love. She is no longer an 
inspiration to artists. Can you imag- 
ine a bobbed-haired Madonna’?  Hor- 
rible thought!” 


HE audience grew restive, but at 
last the speaker finished and sat 
down amid a calm that was punc- 
tuated by a few polite handclaps. Then 
Mrs. Gellhorn arose. Without preface 
or apology she launched into a verbal 
lashing that fairly withered the gen- 
tleman. He squirmed in visible dis- 
comfort at the head table. ‘Several 
times during the course of the speak- 
er’s address,’ said Mrs. Gelihorn, fix- 
ing her gase on the offending male, 
“I was tempted to let down my long 
hair and strangle him.’ A storm of 
laughter greeted this remark, uhder 
cover of which the speaker of the eve- 
ning beat a retreat. Later his friends 
explained that his speech had been in- 
tended as subtie satire. But, whatever 
his intentions, the response he pro- 
voked from Mrs. Gellhorn proved high- 
ly effective.

public endeavor there has been

DETROIT. 

ERE in the very city that has done so much to mechanize 
the world there has come into being a school to restore the 
hand crafts, to impress upon all of Americ and Detroit in 
particular the importance of beautiful things made by hand. 
It represents part of George G. Booth’s plan to dispose of 
his personal fortune before he dies. He has succeeded to 
date to the extent of nearly $15,000,000 

Booth is a man of ideas. It would probably be much 
easier for him to give away the fortune he has 
built up as publisher of the Detroit News, and 
a string of Michigan papers, if this were not true. He could 
do as so many other millionaires have done: pour it out in- 
discriminately for museums and charitable institutions. But 
he had these ideas; they had been growing in his mind for 
a long time, ) 

They have already taken tangible form at Cranbrook, { 
near Birmingham, 4 suburb of Detroit. All of Cran- 
brook was once part of the Booth estate. Today there I 


are only a few acres left around the Booth home. 
The rest has gone to provide room for Booth's pro- 
jects. There is the Cranbrook School for Boys, ; 
now nearly completed, the Cranbrook Academy |

It has a social 
significance. He wants—to put it in 
the fewest possible words—to raise 
the standard of taste in America.

Saarinen employed craftsmen in 
metal, stone and wood who contributed 
their talents. The result is a perfect 
and finished whole, always in a simple 
key. No detail has been overlooked, 
from the chandeliers in the dormitories 
to the chairs in the dining hall. 
Thought and care have gone into 
everything. Stadium, gymnasium, 
swimming pool are, of course, part of 
the equipment. 


HE boys at Cranbrook School 
live in an environment of beauty. 
And that is half the battle, in the 
opinion of Dr. William O. Stevens, 
headmaster. There is no self-conscious 
attitude about art in the school, Dr. 
Stevens explains. The boys in the first 
two forms, corresponding to the eighth 
and ninth grades, are required to take 
six hours of arts and crafts—cabinet- 
making, silver work, weaving, sculp- 
ture, anything they may choose. In the 
third form they take four hours. 
After that they are not required to 
take work in this department. But 
a majority of the boys, according to 
Dr. Stevens, elect to spend a part of 
their spare time in the shops.

Communist newspaper, Freiheit, re- 
ceived a crude map in the mail and a 
jeering letter from a man who claimed 
to have killed her and one Maria 
Hahn, who had been missing for some 
time. The map purported to show 
where the bodies had been buried. Ex- 
amination of the slip of paper led the 
police to a lonely farm in a suburb, 
where they disinterred the bodies of 
the missing girls, badly mutilated. 

Chemists worked over the letter and 
map, but failed to obtain a trace ef 
the sender and now the police were 
hampered in their work by scores of 
anonymous tips from all over Ger- 
many, all of which were run down in 
the vain hope that one might prove 
useful. 

In addition, letters were constant- 
ly received from “cranks” of va- 
rious sorts, who claimed to be the 
killer. 


BOUT this time the murderer 

mailed another letter which gave 

police and physicians a good in- 
sight into the peychosis which motivat- 
ed him. To the mother of one of his 
child victims he wrote a ietter de- 
scribing how he had mutilated her 
daughter and inclosed a “love letter” 
to the outraged child. The contents 
of both letters were so revolting that 
even the uncensored German preas dis- 
dained to print them. 

In many respects the work of the 
Dusseldorf monster compares with 
that of the notorious Frits Haarmann, 
who for five years lured young men to 
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Elizabeth Doerrier, one of the 
slayer's victims. 


his lodgings in Hanover and murdered 
them—25 in all. 

In both cases there is evidence of 
a definite ego-mania. Haarmann, af- 
ter his arrest, beamed with pride 
when visitors to his cell assured him 
that his murders were unique and to 
an American correspondent who inter- 
viewed him he said: “There has never 
been anything like it in America. has 
there? Even your Bobby Franks mur- 
der cannot compare. My name has 
gone all over the world and people 
everywhere talk about me. No Em- 
peror was ever paid so much atten- 
tion, is it not so?"’ The mysterious 
Dusseldorf terror has exhibited simi- 
lar pride in his letters to the parents 
of his victims and to the Communist 
paper. 

Haarmann was, moreover, a verita- 
ble vampire. Like ‘the mythical bird 
of old, he attacked when his guest was 
asleep, tearing the throat with his 
nails and sinking his teeth frenziedly 
into the flesh. When the struggles 
relapsed into the stillness of death, 
Haarmann, exhausted, sank into a 
profound and stupefying sleep. On 
awaking he cut up the body with a 
meat chopper and threw it in the 
river, or burned it in the stove in his 
room. 

Haarmann escaped detection for «a 
long time for severa) reasons. First, 
he never permitted the bodies tg be 
found. Second, he was a police “stool 
pigeon,’ an informer on other crim- 
iuals. For this reason police were re- 
luctant to believe he was a murderer 
himself. He was a neat-appearing, ap- 
parently cultured man and somewhat 
effeminate. He went through his 
trial without emotion and walked to 
the guillotine with hardly a tremor. 


HE new year has come and 
Dusseldorf still seeks its shel- 
ter at night except for the more 
hardy, who actually pace the side- 
walks and country lanes looking 
for the murderer. But even this has 
led to difficulties, for every man 
in Dusseldorf looks upon every 
other with suspicion. Yet the sturdi- 
er men trudge along the streets, 
their hands shoved deep in their over- 
coat pockets, eyeing each passerby and 
listening for the scream of « luckless 
girl. In the suburbs lanterns and 
flashlights flicker in fields and along 
roads. And reports of suspicious-look- 
ing men keep the police telephones 
busy. 

No fingerprints, no footprints, no 
loose ends, not even an adequate con- 
ception of the criminal’s general ap- 
fearance; the only hope is to cateh the 
killer before the screams of his victim 
have died away. Any man may be the 
man. One's own neighbor, perhaps. 
But the police will cateh him soon—

The police made a quiet prelim- 
inary investigation. But when this 
brought no sews of Bernays the 
incident beeame public and filled 
the newspapers. This did what the 
police had failed to accomplish. 
An acquaintance of Bernays came 
forward with the news that he 
had met the lawyer on the train 
to Brussels on the day he left his 
family. Bernmays had spoken to 
this man of his trip: 
“I am going to meet an Ameri- 
can client whom I have never yet 
seen. This man has heard of me 
and has important business for 
me. He sent a letter asking me 
to come to Brussels to see him. 
And asa preliminary he has sent 
me a check for $150.” 
Thereupon the police instituted 
a minute search for either the let- 
ter or the check among Bernays's 
papers in the office and at home. 
They were unable to find any 
trace of either. The man continued 
to remain missing, and soon two 
theories prevailed in the excited 
discussions that took place. The 
two theories were interestingly in 
contrast to each other. 
One was that, as he had recent- 
ly become a Roman Catholic. he 
might have entered a monastery 
in some emotional revulsion 
against his worldly life. The other 
theory was that, so far from turn- 
ing away from the fleshpots of 
life. he had, perhaps, run away 
on some unofficial honeymoon. 
Let us see the outlines of the 
dominant situation in the life of 
William Bernays at the time he 
disappeared. Some six years be- 
fore his disappearance, a marriage 


had been arranged between him~™ 


and Julia, the daughter of a Bel- 
gian statesman. 

She was beautiful, but her hus- 
band later described her as ‘cold 
as astatue.”” The marriage was a 
negotiated one. typical of middle 
and upper-class marriages in 
Europe, in which practical rather 
than emotional reasons prevail. 
But Bernays fell in love with his 
wife, probably because she was 
“eold &s a statue.’ 


HIS was not a promising 
basis for marital happiness 
and before a year had 
passed his love was chilled to 
death. As for the wife, she never 
felt any stir in her heart 
for her husband, unless it was the 
emotion of hatred in the later 
phase of their marriage. For even 
after their child was born the 
couple continued to drift apart 
with increasing bitterness. 

Finally they had either to 
separate or come to some entirely 
different arrangement in their 
domestic life. Each was passion- 
ately attached to the child. For the 
boy's sake they had to maintain 
an outward aspect of harmony, 
and on this basis they came to an 
agreement. They were to live 
under the same roof, but in dif- 
ferent parts of their ample house. 
Toward the rest of the worid they 
were to present a pretense of 
marital anion. But within their 
home each was to remain inde- 
pendent of the other. 

Having so little to do with each 
other they arrived at comparative 
peace and perhaps would have en- 
dured their life together, had not 
the inevitable domestic triangle 
been formed. 

Armond Peitser, the older of two 
eons of a widow, was a brilliant 
engineer, and finding the Old 
World too limited for his talents 
went to America and prospered 
there. Leon, the younger son, re- 
mained behind to try to make a 
go of the commercial affairs that 
had supplied the Peltsers with 
comparative prosperity. But Leon 
had neither the business ability 
of his dead father nor the bril- 
liance of his brother Armond. The 
result waa that the once prosper- 
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Ous business came to the verge of 
bankruptcy and was even involved 
in fraud. Not only were the fam- 
ily fortunes in hasard but the 
family honor, which up to then 
had held high place in Brussels. 
In this extremity the Widow 
Peltzer said to her son: 

“There is only one thing that 
can save us. We must send a 
cable to America telling Ar- 
mond to return at once and res- 
cue us.” 

So a cable was dispatched. Arm- 
end, with a loyalty to family and 
friends that was characteristic of 
him, wound up his affairs in 
America and made haste back to 
Antwerp. He found his mother’s 
Dbusiness so desperately involved 
that, in addition to his own brain, 
he had to find some brilliant legal 
mind. He asked for such a law- 
yer and was told: 

“There is only one man for you, 
William Bernays.”’ 

To Bernays Armond went and 
engaged him as counsel and coun- 
cllor in the task of rescuing the 
Peltser business from bankruptcy 
and disgrace. Armond and Ber- 
nays, putting their minds to 
gether, proved equal to their tre- 
mendous task and saved the day. 
They became friends, each admir- 
ing the other’s talents and qual- 
ities. Armond soon also became 
a frequent visitor at the Bernays 
home where, of course, he met 
Julia Bernays. 


T WAS not long before Armond 
became acquainted with the 
situation in the Bernays house- 
hold. With the impulse of friend- 
ship, Armond tried to reconcile 
the man and his wife, but failed. 

There ts an old adage, “Be- 
tween the Dark and the tree do 
not thrust your finger.’ The truth 
of this Armond was soon to feel. 
He was already the best friend of 
William Bernays. Now in order 
to understand Julia, he saw much 
of her and became the friend of 
the wife, too. This news spread 
outside the home, but William 
Bernays tried to convince his 
friends that the friendship was 
purely platonic. And indeed, the 
husband, in his high admiration 
for Armond, believed it. 

But one day an anonymous iet- 
ter came to William Bernays in 
hie office. It said that there was 
not a platonic relation between 
Julia and Armond, but love: that 
Armond was spending many hours 


with Julia while Bernays 

was at his office: and that 

spicy gossip about the two 

was gaining momentum in 
various circles in the city. 
Bernays, it must be remem- 
bered, had found his beau- 

tiful wife ‘cold as a statue.” 

The thought that peopie were gos- 
siping about her, whispering that 
the warmth of emotion she had 
denied her husband she was now 
bestowing on another man, en- 
raged Bernays. 

For he believed in the anonym- 
ous letter. Forgetting al] that 
bound him in admiration and 
friendship to Armond, he wrote 
him a ietter, part of which read: 
“. . . and as your intimacy with 
my wife is causing gossip, I must 
ask yOu to give up coming to my 
house. Believe me, it hurts me to 
break up our friendship, but I am 
sure you will agree | am right...” 


RMOND seems to have had 
Aecsrser Qualities of friend- 

ship in him than Bernays. 
Letter in hand, he hastened to 
Bernays's office and with eloquent 
warmth presented his side of the 
matter. He convincingly pointed 
out the despicable character of 
people who would write such an- 
onymous ietters and exchange 
such gossip. He was so sincere 
that Bernays became ashamed of 
his letter and retracted everything 
he said. 

But the damage had been done. 
The virus of jealous suspicion had 
entered Bernays’s heart and mind. 
and he watched his wife and 
friend with morbid keenness. One 
evening at dinner he was con- 
vinced he had spied an under- 
standing smile pass between 
them. He rose from his chair. 
white and furious. All the jea)l- 
ousy, anger and suspicion he had 
not voiced for months now poured 
forth im a fiery accusation. A 
violent scene occurred. Julia. who 
under her coldness toward her 
husband seemed to possess a fire 
of her own, seared Bernays with 
contempt and scorn and an- 
nounced she would do as she 
pleased and see Armond as often 
as he wanted to see her. Where 
upon Bernays turned on Armond. 
and, ordering him out of the 
house, forbade him ever to enter 
it again. 

Armond, caught in the dilemma 
of this situation, made a striking 
picture. Tall, athletic in duild, 


faultiessly attired in formal dress, 
he stood silent during the pas- 
sionate reecriminations between 
man and wife. Then when Ber- 
nays so hunifliatingly ordered him 
out of the house, Armond spoke 
for the first time. 

“In your suspicion of me, in 
your accusation of treachery to- 
ward you, who were my best 
friend, and under whose roof I 
have been your guest, you have 
cast a slur not only on your wife's 
honor, but alee on mine. I have 
not the right to resent the insult 
to her. But for your insult to 
me I insist that you meet me in 
a duel.” 

This seems to have brought un- 
easiness into the heart of Bernays, 
corroded though it was with 
hatred and jealousy. He had not 
the virile courage of Armond, and 
the thought of having to face cold 
steel or a bullet made him quail. 
The following day he sent a letter 
of abject apology for his “unjust 
suspicion” of Armond. 

But in his refusal to let Armond 
see his wife any more, Bernays 
remained firm. This brought mat- 
ters to the point where Bernays 
took his trip to Brussels and van- 
ished. 


gium searched for traces of

Bernays turned to leave the room, 
when the revolver went off, and 
to my imtense horror M. Bernays 
fell dead at my feet. I thought, | 
hoped. he was only wounded.

“My first impulse was to send 
for the police. Then I remembered 
how very awkward and unpleasant 
would be my own position.

"Ts toute resolved to stay in 
St. Louis this time but there 
would be no more working 
in a packing house. He got a job 
as a grocery clerk. He was 17 
now and able to earn more money. 
The worst years were over. In- 
deed, conditions improved s0 
rapidly that at 18 he was able 
to take the first step toward ful- 
fillment of his destiny as an 
artist. He went to art school 
at Washington University. He 
went for six months steadily. Even 
though he had to go back to work, 
the artistic spark had been fanned 
into a flame which could not be

over. He saved some money, too. 
When, late in 1919, he found an 


opportunity to buy a half-interest. 


in a small grocery he had enough 
money to swing the deal, though 
he admits he got a rare bargain. 
He went into business partnership 
with a cousin and they made a 
success of the store, which operat- 
ed at Spring and Chouteau ave- 
nues under the name of Serbian 
Bros. Market. 

The grocery venture proved to 
be a windfall. Had the youthful 
Tanarko chosen to continue in 
business, he thinks now, he might 
have become the rich American 
merchant his pgrents had pic- 
tured. But he didn't like business 
except as a means to an end. And 
anyway,if a fellow wanted to 
draw pictures all the time, what 
was there to do but draw them? 
That’s what young Milovich did. 
He went back to art school in the 
afternoons for awhile and then, in 
1923, sold his interest in the store 
and went full time. He had money 
now. He remained in school for 
two years. 

Operating as a successful mer- 
chant, Milovich found himself 
able at times to indulge his ir- 
repressible desire to travel. Once 
he traveled as far away as Chi- 
cago and visited the Field Mu- 
seum. There he saw a rare col- 
lection of Javanese batike and was 
so impressed with their delicacy 
and beauty that he ventured to try. 
the art for himself. There was 
no personal instruction in the 
work to be had in 8t. Louis. The 
art school offered no training in 
batik-making, so Tanasko had to 
resort to the guidance of books 
and to his own ingenuity. He sup- 
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plied himself with a few pieces of 
silk, dyes, paraffin, the necessary 
implements for applying the wax 
and went to work. 

It was a formidable task, a 
painstaking, tedious one. As those 
familiar with the process know, 
there is no backing up, no erasing, 
no possibility of covering a mis- 
take as may be done with a por- 
trait in oils. Once a design is 
dyed into the cloth, it remains, 
and mistakes, if any, remain with 
it. Tanasko’s firet public showing 
of batiks was at the Public Li- 
brary in 1925. In 1926 his work 
was seen at the Artists’ Guild ex- 
hibition and the State Fair. Again 
at the last Guild exhibition, short- 
ly after his return from a two- 
year stay in Paris, his work won 
the Decorations Prize for the sec- 
ond time. 


URING his two years in 
D Paris, Milovich turned out a 

great many batiks, some of 
which were of great size and elab- 
orate design. Weeks of painstak- 
ing labor went into them, for Tan- 
asko takes no short cuts after the 
manner of commercial batik 
makers. Many of his more intricate

times. 

It was upon his batiks that he 
depended for support during his 
second year abroad. Originally. 
he had ventured to hope for only 
one year in Paris—this on the re- 
mains of the proceeds from sale of 
his grocery and his commission 
for designing and executing the 
stage settings for the Croatian 
Sokol Hall at 14365 Chouteau ave- 
nue. Extending his stay in Paris 


out about even and got back to 
America with little more than he 
had when he landed at Ellis Island 
16 years earlier. The treasury on 
that occasion contained just $28 
besides his ticket to St. Louis. 
But he is back home now, as he 
expresses it, and feels secure, 
which, it seemed to me, must be 
an extraordinary feeling for a 
young artist depending on his art 
for a living in St. Louls. He ex. 
plained he had seen prospects for 
making a living so much worse 
that any prospect at all seemed 
brilliant by comparison, now that 
he had equipment with which to 
work. Moreover, he liked St. 
Louls and he didn’t like New 
York. ‘He planned to stay here 
permanently, “although my 
friends tell me I am crazy for do- 
Ing so.” He saw no good reason 
why an artist couldn't make a 
living in St. Louis as well as in 
the East. It depended on the 
artist. Besides, he pointed out, 
no community can hope to de 
velop itself in fields of artistic 
endeavor unless the artist him- 
self is willing to accept some re- 
sponsibility. The community 
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~~ 


doesn’t owe the artist everything. 
He owes it something. 

Just now he is endeavoring to 
recoup finances with a few por- 
trait commissions ard has put 
aside his batik dyes and wax for a 
time. But he will get back to 
them before long. The batik is 
his medium. He may say he plans 
to divide his time equally between 
batiks and portraits, but my guess 
is that he won't do it. He can 
no more help making batiks than 
@ poet can help making verse. 

Professor Wuerpel characterizes 
Milovich as an artist who is pe- 
cullarly fortunate in having found 
his medium at the outset. 


4 O MANY artists,’ says Mr. 
~ Wuerpel, “are handicapped 
by their inability to find the 
proper means for expressing them- 
selves. Tanasko Milovich has ac- 
complished that. Certainly no finer 
work than his has been seen ip 
St. Louis. Unlike the batik artists 
of the Orient, he follows no con- 
ventional design. His designs are 
his own. And better than the 
Easterners, he succeeds in impart- 
ing to his work a warmth of feei- 
ing, @ romantic quality, that is un- 
excelled in any work of the kind 
that I have seen."’

Leon, then, as an American 
client, sent off the letter to Ber- 
nays, asking the latter to come to 
see him on business in Brussels 
and inclosed a check for ex- 
penses. 


almost perfect crime. For, of 

course, if it had been perfect 
the Peltser brothers would have 
escaped entanglement in it. But 
the flaw which seems to pursue 
the most elaborately-planned mur- 
ders was the fact that Leon 
Peltzer wrote the whole letter in 
his own hand instead of doing it 
by machine. 

Who actually shot and killed 
Bernays’? This the world will 
never learn, for the secret rested 
between the two brothers. When 
they came to the trial, each tried 
to clear the other. 

“T did it,” said Armond Peltzer. 
“I wanted his wife.” 

‘No, it was I who did it,”’ in- 
sisted Leon. “I had come to Brus- 
sels to launch a fraudulent busi- 
ness scheme. Bernays, whom I had 
summoned to my office to act as 
my attorney, saw through my 
plan and threatened to expose me 
to the police. To prevent that I 
shot and killed him.” 

In this the Peltser brothers per- 
sisted and paid the supreme pen- 
alty, death.
